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FOREWORD 
I: PRESENTING a revised and enlarged edition of 


the Geer Genealogy, it may be of interest to place on 

record some facts in relation to the two works already 
published, and also tell the story of one which never 
appeared. 

In 1856, James Geer, of Ledyard, Connecticut, pub- 
lished a little book of eighty-four pages, entitled His- 
torical Sketch and Genealogy of George and Thomas 
Geer from 1621 to 1856. 

James Geer was then seventy-two years of age. He 
was a descendant in the fifth generation of George Geer, 
through his fourth son, Robert. His family had always 
lived on the homestead of George Geer, which is also 
still the home of his own descendants. 

As much of the material contained in the First Part 
of this volume is taken from the Genealogy published 
by James Geer, we quote here a part of his Introduction 
in which he states the origin of his work: 

“Living as the writer does upon the homestead of 
George Geer, and having in his possession many of the 
original papers belonging to him and his children, it very 
naturally prompted frequent inquiries respecting the past 
history of the Geer Family on the part of those de- 
scendants who visited the spot once trodden by our 
honored and revered sire. This spirit of inquiry, ac- 
companied by many urgent solicitations that the gene- 
alogy of the family, as far as possible, might be collected 
together, suggested the idea of this memoir. 

“That this has required much time and labor no one 
can doubt. To collect and arrange the names of so 
many in the appropriate places, from such fragmentary 
and obliterated materials, has been no easy task, nor 
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without considerable expense. But the author felt that 
it had been already too long neglected and that, if 
undertaken, it must be done at once; and while he could 
wish that more able hands had undertaken it, yet the 
possession of many more documents than were possessed 
by any other, seemed to indicate that he should attempt 
it, and so far complete it as his declining years and de- 
caying faculties would permit, being now (1856) in his 
73d year. . 

“ The design of the work is to give correct statistical 
information. To secure this, the author has made care- 
ful research of the records in New London, Groton, 
Norwich, Preston, and the old Colony records at Hart- 
ford. He also visited Enfield and Springfield, and 
gleaned from their records such information as he could 
obtain respecting Thomas Geer. Besides this, much 
information has been collected from family Baubles, 
tomb stones, and extensive correspondence. In some 
cases, the names by which persons were familiarly known 
have been changed to correspond with the true name of 
the person as found on record. The dates are made to 
correspond with the records so far as any could be found, 
by which to be guided. 

“While the author has endeavored to secure correct- 
ness in all parts of the work, yet it will not be surprising 
if errors have crept in, though it is hoped and believed 
that there are but few.” 

About 1878, Everett Selden Geer, of Hifartford, 
Connecticut, began to collect material for a new edition 
of the Genealogy. He was then a young man of twenty- 
eight years. His family for many years had been the 
publishers of the Hartford City Directory, said to be 
“the best city directory on earth.’ The James Geer 
Genealogy was printed by this house in 1856. 

To secure information for his work, Mr. Geer person- 
ally visited many members of the family; corresponded 
with many more, and collected a large amount of ma- 
terial. Unfortunately, he left his travelling bag, with his 
manuscript and papers, on a railway train, and never 
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succeeded in recovering them. About the same time he 
began to have trouble with his eyes, and so gave up the 
entire project. He was a descendant in the seventh 
generation of Thomas Geer, through the younger line of 
this branch of the family. He died at Hartford 24 
October 1917. His portrait and a brief sketch of his life 
are given in this volume. 

About 1890, the present writer, in preparing papers 
for admission to some of the patriotic societies, became 
interested in the family history. Later, a professional 
genealogist was engaged, who visited many of the places 
identified with the family history; searched town, 
county and state records; corresponded with members of 
the family whose addresses could be obtained, and also 
consulted other published genealogies which contained 
information regarding the Geer and allied families. 

A great deal of valuable material was also contributed 
by a granddaughter of James Geer, Miss Ellen Geer, of 
Norwich, Connecticut, to whom a special word of ap- 
preciation is due. She passed away in October 1917, 
much regretted by all who knew her. 

After many years spent in these researches, in the 
autumn of 1913, the writer began to put the material in 
shape for publication. But the work of compiling a 
genealogy, like that of making a dictionary, is never 
done. While the book was in the hands of the printer, 
additional information continued to come in, and the sec- 
tion of the book set aside for such material increased be- 
fore publication to over twenty printed pages. 

At the same time, information was also received 
regarding a previously unknown branch of the family, 
on the Pacific Coast, the descendants of Joseph Cary 
Geer, who was the grandson of Captain Aaron Geer, the 
grandson of Jonathan, eldest son of George Geer. 
Joseph Cary Geer was born in Windham, Connecticut, in 
1795; moved to Ohio in 1818; later to Illinois; and 
finally in 1847 to Oregon, where he died in 1881, leav- 
ing 165 living descendants. Through his grandson, Gov- 
ernor Theodore T. Geer, of Oregon, and his great-grand- 
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son, Willard Geer, of New York City, over twelve printed 
pages of information were obtained regarding this branch 
of the family. This material was published in a sepa- 
rate section, under the heading of the “ Oregon Branch,” 
as it was too late to insert it in its proper place in the 
body of the book. | 

Even after the publication of the work, in March 
1914, much new information continued to come to hand. 
In January 1918, a letter of inquiry was received from 
Miss Sara Marie Starkhouse, of San Francisco, a grand- 
daughter of Keziah Geer, who was the daughter of 
George Geer’s great-grandson Roger. It appeared that 
Miss Starkhouse’s father had been much interested in the 
family history; that he had corresponded with Everett 
Selden Geer at the time the latter was collecting ma- 
terial for his proposed book; and that he had left a great 
many notes regarding the family history. All this ma- 
terial, Miss Starkhouse sent to the writer, and supple- 
mented it with much additional information which she 
obtained by correspondence with various members of her 
immediate family. This makes quite a complete record 
of Roger Geer and his descendants up to the present day. 

All of this new information, and also the results of 
more recent research, have been embodied in the present 


book.

ORIGIN OF THE FAMILY 


which like Banquo’s ghost “will not down,” that 

the English Geers came originally from northern 
France at or about the time of the Norman Conquest 
in 1066. | 

As applied to profane history, tradition is a word of 
various meanings, but it generally signifies knowledge of 
the past handed down by word of mouth from generation 
to generation. It has usually, if not invariably, 2 sub- 
stantial foundation, and is of the highest historical value. 
To it we owe most of our information regarding: pre- 
historic times. 

In the present case, therefore, there is probably a 
basis of historic truth, although a careful research ex- 
tending over many years has failed to establish the fact. 
This much may be said, however, with absolute certainty: 

In southeastern Belgium there is a river GEER which 
has been known to History since Czsar’s campaign against 
the Belgz in 57 B.c. In the Walloon language, which 
1s an early French patois, the word is spelled Jaar. This 
river is not shown on any of the small maps of Belgium: 
in some of the larger ones, like the Century Atlas, it is 
indicated, but the name is not given. 

Rising at Lens-Saint-Servais, in the province of Liége, 
about sixty miles above the French frontier, the river 
flows in a northerly direction past Waremme and Ton- 
gres, and after a winding course of thirty-five miles enters 
the Meuse at Maastricht. 

Belgium has often been termed the “ Cock-pit of Eu- 
rope,” and certainly in no other district of the same size 
on the face of the earth have there been so many con- 
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flicts. A few miles to the west of the source of this 
river is the battle-fleld of Ramillies, where on the 22 
May 1706 Marlborough defeated the French and Ba- 
varians under Marshal Villeroi. Another twenty miles 
brings us to the famous field of Waterloo. Ten leagues 
to the east lies Liége, where the Germans entered Bel- 
gium at the beginning of the Great War, and brought 
Great Britain into the conflict. It is the centre of the 
country of the Walloons, a people descended from the 
ancient Belge, whose blood is mixed with German and 
Roman elements. 

In this historical district there was born at Liége on 17 
November 1587 Louis de Geer, of an old and distin- 
guished Walloon family, which derived its name from 
the river above mentioned. On account of religious per- 
secutions he took refuge in Holland, and in 1617 entered 
into commercial relations with Sweden. Eleven years 
later he went to Finspong, and became naturalized there, 
while preserving his domicile at Amsterdam. In 1641 
he was admitted to the Swedish nobility. He was 
founder of the Swedish industry in Holland, and ac- 
cumulated a large fortune, which he used in aiding the 
poor, and the members of his faith. During the war 
between Sweden and Denmark he equipped, at his own 
expense, a fleet of twenty-two vessels which forced the 
passage of The Sound and contributed to the brilliant 
victory of Wrangel. He died at Amsterdam 19 June 
1652. | 

From Louis de Geer came a long line of distinguished 
Swedes. Carl de Geer, a famous naturalist, was born 
at Finspong in 1720 and died at Stockholm in 1778. He 
was a member of the Academy of Sciences, Marshal of 
the Court, commander of the Order of Wasa. He was 
the author of a work on the History of Insects, and leit 
a fine collection of objects of natural history. 

Louis-Gerhard, Baron de Geer, was born at Finspong 
in 1818. He was Minister of Justice from 1858 to 
1870, and Minister of State from 1876 to 1880.

His son, Gerard, Baron de Geer, is one of the most 
distinguished of living geologists. He was a member of 
Parliament from 1900 to 1905, and was president of the 
Eleventh International Congress at Stockholm in 1910. 
His portrait was published in the issue of Natural His- 
tory for March-April 1922, and a member of the family, 
struck by his resemblance to the American Geers, sent it 
to the writer, with the inquiry as to his relationship to 
the family. 

The Van Wyck Genealogy records the marriage of a 
member of that family to Jacob Barthold Lintelo, Baron 
de Geer, and Lord of Zutphaas, who probably belonged 
to the Holland branch of the same family. 

In Sweden the name Geer is pronounced Yar and in 
Holland Her. The coat of arms is entirely different 
from that of the English family, but the motto 1s the 
same: ‘‘ Non sans cause.” 


THE ENGLISH ANCESTORS 


The earliest ancestor to whom the family has been 
traced in England was Warrer Geere, of Heavitree, a 
small town in Devonshire, near Exeter. 

Waxter Grrere, Gentleman, of Heavitree, County 
of Devon, England, born about 1450, married Alice 
Somaster, daughter of John Somaster, of Wydcombe, 
Devon, and granddaughter of Adam Somaster and 
Julyan, daughter Sir John Prideaux, of Adeston. He 
had two children: + Jonny, and Juliana, who married 
William Hurste. 

Joun Geerre, son of Walter, born about 1480, 
married, (1) Alice Throwbridge, of Crediton, by whom 
he had one son: -++ Joun; married, (2) Jane Stowell, of 
Codleston, Somerset, by whom he had one son, Andrew, 
and two daughters, Mary and Anne. 

Joun Grrre, eldest son and heir of John, born about 
1510, married, (1) Juliana, daughter of Anthony But- 
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side, of St. Bodockes, Devon, by whom he had two chil- 
dren: Joun and Mary; married, (2), in November 1546, 
Beatrix, daughter of John Jermyn, of Exeter, by whom 
he had four children: Nicholas, Andrew, Grorcer, and 
Alice. Andrew married, and had a daughter Anne, who 
married Richard Ashe of Sowton, in January 1616. 
Alice married the Reverend William Varley, of Exeter, 
in April 1583. Grorce, the youngest son, was the 
father of Jonathan, and the grandfather of GrEoRGE 
and Tuomas, the American ancestors. 


Heavitree is a parish in the hundred of Wonford, 
County of Devon, one mile east of Exeter, containing 
about 7500 population. It was the western headquarters 
of the Parliamentary forces during the Civil War. The 
parish is a suburb of Exeter. The church, dedicated to 
St. Michael, is in the later style of English architecture. 
The name of Heavitree is said to have been derived from 
its having been a place of execution, the gallows being 
called “ heavy (i.e. grievous) tree.” 

Kenn is a parish in the hundred of Exminster, Devon, 
four miles south of Exeter. The living is a rectory in 
the diocese of Exeter, formerly rated at less than fifty 
pounds sterling. The church, dedicated to St. Andrew, 
has a stone front in the early style, and a good wooden 
screen. John Geere, a cousin of Jonathan, was a resident 
of Hollaway in this parish} and two of his descendants, 
both named Gilbert, were rectors of Kenn, between 1668 
and 1727. 


But little is known about JonarHan GEERE, the 1m- 
mediate ancestor of the family in England. No record 
has been found of his baptism, or of that of his sons, as 
the Parish Register of Heavitree does not begin early 
enough to contain these records, the earliest entry being 
dated 1653. Nor has any record been found of his will, 
after a careful search for wills of testators of that name 
proved in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury. Jona- 
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than seems, nevertheless, to have been a man of consider- 
able property, and it is possible that he did not live in 
Devonshire the later years of his life. 

From the best information available, Jonathan was 
born about 1580, and died prior to 1635, soon after the 
death of his wife. He left two young sons, GrorceE and 
Tuomas, under the guardianship of an uncle. 


THE AMERICAN ANCESTORS 


Grorce Geer was born about 1621, and Tuomas (as 
appears from records in the town of Enfield, Connecti- 
cut), in 1623. Their uncle apparently gave them little 
or no privilege of schoo] instruction. Hence, in sub- 
sequent life, although both brothers held responsible 
positions, they never wrote their names in deeds or wills, 
but simply made their mark. The consequence was that 
their name was spelled in a variety of ways by those who 
had occasion to write it, Geer, Gear, or Gere. Their 
descendants, with but few exceptions (e.g., the Syracuse 
Geres), write the name Geer, and the correctness of this 
spelling is verified by the fact that the name thus writ- 
ten is attached to the original coat of arms. 

At an early age, their uncle, in order to obtain posses- 
sion of their property, arranged to ship the two boys to 
America. The event is thus described by a descendant 
of the fifth generation: 

“ George and Thomas were left orphans when quite 
young and were brought up by their uncle, and as they 
were heirs to a considerable estate it was the desire of 
their uncle to remove them out of the way that the in- 
heritance might be .his. To enable him to realize his 
wishes without hindrance, he wrote to the captain of a 
ship about to sail for America, requesting him to take 
the lads with him. George and his brother were sent 
with the letter, with orders to remain on board until 
they received an answer. They remained as directed, 
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but to their surprise, while waiting, found themselves 
victims of deception and already on their passage without 
the possibility of returning. 

“ The above facts I received from my father, Thomas 
Geer, but mostly from Joseph Geer, grandson of George, 
when I was fifteen years of age. 

“ JEPHTHAH GEER” 


The ship above referred to arrived in Boston in 1635 
and the boys were then put on shore in a new country 
without money and without friends. For quite a number 
of years after their arrival in Boston we find no history 
of their lives, and how long they remained in Boston 
and vicinity cannot be determined with absolute certainty. 
The first reliable record we find of them is that George 
was one of the early settlers of New London about 1651, 
and Thomas of Enficld in 1682. It is probable, how- 
ever, that George came to New London in company with 
Robert Allyn and others as early as 1651, and that 
Thomas remained in Salem, Massachusetts, until after 
the death of King Philip in 1676. 


ORIGIN OF THE NAME 


Surnames as family names were practically unknown 
before the middle of the eleventh century and their 
use was not firmly established until after the thirteenth. 
In all countries, the adoption of surnames has gener- 
ally marked the arrival of the people at a certain mark in 
civilization. All names were originally significant: 
they designated place of residence, occupation, estate, or 
some particular thing that related to the person. 

The origin of the name Geer is uncertain. It may 
have been derived from the river Geer in southern Bel- 
gium, above referred to, or may have come from the oc- 
cupation of some early member of the family, as sug- 
gested by several English authorities. 
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Ferguson, in The Teutonic Name System, says that in 
an age when war was the main business of man, names 
taken from the weapons in which he trusted, were as 
natural as they were common; and directly or indirectly 
from this source are derived more names than from all 
other sources put together. One of the most common 
weapons in those days was the spear, and naturally one 
of the most common of all roots was the Anglo-Saxon 
gar, and the old Saxon ger, spear, from which is de- 
rived the English surname Geere. Barber, in British 
Family Names, also gives the same origin of the name. 

Another authority, Lower, in English Surnames, gives 
a somewhat different explanation of the origin of the 
name. He says: “ The origin of the name is curious. 
In the olden tyme [sic] great men employed an officer 
to superintend the equipment of their armed retainers, 
and as all sorts of arms were called gere or gear, this 
person would very naturally acquire the name of John- 
of-the-Gear, or John-o-Gear, and at length John Gear.” 
Gentry, in Family Names, gives still another derivation. 
Fle says: “ Gear = riches, goods of any kind.” 


THE GEER ARMS 


The arms of the several branches of the family in Eng- 
Jand are strikingly alike and would seem to indicate a 
common origin. There are four known varieties, all prac- 
tically in the same form, the main difference being in the 
coloring, viz: 


First: The arms of Jonathan Geere, of Heavitree, 
shown in the frontispiece. The description is as follows: 
Arms: — Gules, two bars ergent, each charged with 
three mascles of the first, on a canton or, a leopard’s 
face azure. 
Crest: ——A leopard’s head erased proper, ducally 
gorged or, langued gules, between two wings gules. 
Motto: — Non sans cause. 
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Second: The arms of John Geere, of Heavitree, 
Devon, shown by James Geer in his Genealogy as a 
frontispiece to the book, described as follows: 


Arms: — Gules, two bars or, each charged with three 
mascles azure, on a canton of the second (or) a 
leopard’s face of the third (azure). 

Crest: —A leopard’s head or, langued gules (no 
wings). 

Motto: — By the Name of Geer. 


Third: The arms of John Geere, Kenn, Devon, as 
: ; 7 ? se 
given in Burke’s General Armoury and Fairbairn’s 
Crests: 


Arms: — Gules, two bars or, each charged with three 
mascles azure, on a canton ov, a leopard’s face 
gules. 


Crest: — A leopard’s head azure, ducally gorged or, 
between two wings gules. 


Motto: — Not given. 


Fourth: The arms of Geare, or Geere, of Heavitree, 
Devon, as given in the Harleian Society’s Vusita- 
tion of Devonshire, 1620 


Arms: — Gules, two bars or, each charged with three 
mascles azure, on a canton or, a leopard’s face azure. 
Crest: — Not given.

~ NEORGE GEER was born about 1621 in Heavi- 


tree, near Exeter, Devon, England; died in 1726 

in Preston, Connecticut; married 17 February 
1658, Sarah, daughter of Robert Allyn. She was born 
in 1642, and died later than 1723, the exact date of 
her death being unknown. | 

As has been related previously, George arrived in 
Boston in 1635 with his brother Thomas (bom in 1623). 
They probably lived in Salem or Boston for quite a num- 
ber of years. About 1651, George became an inhabi- 
tant of New London, coming probably with Robert 
Allyn, whose daughter he married a few years later. In 
October 1665, he bought the farm of Robert Isbell, in 
the northeast part of the present town of Ledyard, 
adjoining the farm of Peter Spicer, and later built a 
house on a side-hill near a never-failing spring of water 
which is still in use. The site of this first house is still 
to be seen near the spring. The present house, known 
as the George Geer Homestead, is the fourth house built 
on the farm, and was erected by James Geer, the great- 
great-grandson of George. It has always been owned 
and occupied by that branch of the family. 

The northern boundary of his farm was the line be- 
tween New London and Norwich. In the early colonial 
days the township of New London embraced a large area. 
both west and east of the Thames River, so that prior 
to 1705 the settiers east of the river are listed as in- 
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habitants of New London; during that year a separation 
was made, and that territory, measuring fourteen miles 
north and south by an average of over six miles east and 
west, became the town of Groton; its boundaries being 
the Preston, or town of Norwich, line on the north, the 
Mystic River and its Lantern Hill tributaries, which 
separated it from the town of Stonington, on the east, 
Fishers Island on the south, and the Thames River on 
the west. : 

In 1836 the town of Groton was divided, and the 
larger portion, including all the North Parish, was called 
the town of Ledyard. This tract of land is mostly fer- 
tile, and quite picturesque; it contains many hills and 
valleys, and has several small water-courses. Part of 
the peaceful village of Poquetanuck now lies on its 
northern border, the remainder being within the limits 
of Preston. About two miles south of this village 1s 
located the first tract of land granted to Peter Spicer, 
whose great-granddaughter, Abigail Spicer, married 
Daniel Geer, Jr., the grandson of George. 

At the first town meeting held in December 1705, 
after the division of the township of New London, George 
Geer was chosen to be the fourth townsman for the new 
town of Groton. He resided in Groton until five or six 
years previous to his decease, and then moved to Preston 
and lived with his daughter, Margaret Gates. He died 
at the age of ros years. He was totally blind the last 
few years of his life. His Will is given in full in the 
Spicer Genealogy. 

George was buried near the Welcome Browning farm 
in an old Indian burial ground in what is now the town 
of Griswold, about two miles from the farm where he 
died. ‘These early graves were marked only by small 
flat stones, with simple mitials, which cannot now be 
distinguished; but the grave of George was known by a 
white oak tree which marked the spot. Many years 
later the tree was cut to the ground and used for ship 
timber, but the grave was still marked by the stump. 
James L. Geer, who lived on the old Homestead, thought 
the spot ought to have a permanent marker, so he had a 
rough stone cut of Westerly granite, with the inscription: 
“Our first Ancestor, GEORGE Geer, died 1726, aged 105, 
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FIRST GENERATION 


to mark his grave.” ‘This was placed on a solid founda- 
tion of stones and cement.

He 
served as a volunteer in King Philip’s War (1676), and 
in 1701 was allotted land in Voluntown for service in 
Colonial wars. He owned land in Groton, and also in 
Preston, where he resided.

The career of Solomon Geer is enveloped in consid- 
erable mystery and great pains have been taken to ascer- 
tain the facts. ‘he uncertainty begins with the date 
of his birth, which is variously given as 1760, 1762, 1768. 
The former date is undoubtedly correct, for in 1785 he 
was master and part or sole owner of a large brig trading 
between the Southern ports and the West Indies, carry-

ing out mules, and materials for making casks, and bring- 
ing back molasses, sugar, and so forth. 

About 1779 he married in Charleston or Wilmington a 
Southern girl, whose name is unknown, by whom he had 
two sons, Solomon and David, who were the ancestors 
of the large and prominent family of Southern Geers. 
She died, and in 1787 he married again, either in Wil- 
mington or Raleigh, Anna Pierce, of Raleigh, who was 
the mother of the four children on record in Connecticut. 

A few years later, as appears from a letter written by 
his youngest son, John Owen Geer, in May 1881, “he 
(Solomon) was cast away on the Virginia or Maryland 
coast. He sold the vessel and perhaps the cargo to 
some party in exchange for 500 or 600 acres of land in 
western Maryland or Virginia. He came home a poor 
man and soon afterwards died, leaving the deeds of that 
property for his children. We were all young at that 
time and did not look after it. Some years later a cousin 
of mine, named Daniel Driscoll, called. He said that he 
would take the deeds, find the land and report to my 
eldest brother, Luther. My brother Luther gave the 
deeds to my cousin Daniel in my presence and he left to 
look after the land but has never been heard of since.” 

This Daniel Driscoll was a son of Solomon’s sister 
Martha, who married Asa Driscoll. Daniel was a sailor; 
was lost at sea, and the title deeds may have perished 
with him. 

After Solomon’s return to Connecticut he and his wife 
Anna lived in the western part of Groton, now Ledyard, 
near Gales Ferry. His father, Jacob, who was a weaver 
by trade, lived with him during the latter part of his 
life. Jacob outlived his son Solomon several years, 
dying on the same day as his daughter-in-law, Anna 
Pierce Geer. 

This estate, said to have been owned by Solomon Geer 
in one of the Southern States, was a subject of great in- 
terest to his heirs about the year 1881, when they were 
endeavoring to trace the property.

We have the following quaint record regarding him: 

“The minister would require attendance upon his 
church — the Rey. took a poor man cow for the church 
rates — the Rev. asked Uzziel why he came not church 
and he told him that a Rev. who could take a cow that 
way — would not hear him preach —the Rev. said ‘I 
must say thou art a heathen.’ Uzziel replied ‘I must 
say thou art one damned liar.’”’ 

So, to escape imprisonment, he went to North Caro- 
lina; came back a strong Abolitionist and never would 
use anything raised by slave labor. This event was be- 
fore his marriage.

“At the time her father was killed she (Jane) was a 
child 8 years old and I can well remember the account 
she used to give me of her poor mother’s flight with her 
seven young children to the hills or mountains near 
Wyoming Valley. So sudden was the surprise and attack 
of the Indians in the Valley that the husband went to 
the front door to see what caused the alarm and it is 
supposed was almost instantly killed as he never returned 
to the house. The widowed mother and her children were 
concealed for many days in the woods. Her home and 
contents were burned by the savages and nothing was 
saved except the clothing they wore. After a time, with 
some of her children, the mother found her way to Pough- 
keepsie. She received a kind welcome from friends on

Joseru Cary GEER, the ancestor of the Oregon Branch 
of the family, was born in Windham, Conn., 5 February 
1795; died in Oregon 28 August 1881, aged 86 years. 

He married (1), m Mansfield, Conn., 1 June 1815, 
Mary Johnson, born near Providence, R. I., § July 1797; 
died in Butteville, Oregon, 6 December 1847. She was 
the daughter of Kenyon and Elizabeth (Peckham) 
Johnson, both of Rhode Island. Her grandmother was 
a Hazzard. She planted the “lone pine tree” of Mans- 
held. Conn. It stands on the old Johnson farm near the 
old house. Her father was plowing, and she, a little girl 
of six years, was following him. He pulled up a small 
one-year-old pine and gave it to her, and she ran to the 
garden and planted it. That was in 1803. Now it is a 
large tree and is called the “Lone Pine.” 

He married (2) 24 June 1849 Mrs. Elizabeth Smith, 
who had lost her husband soon after arriving in Oregon 
in 1847. She died 14 March 185s. 

He married (3) 6 June 1856 Mrs. Mary Strong, for- 
merly of Ohio. 

When the following sketch was written, 6 June 1881, 
by Ralph C. Geer, his eldest son, Joseph Cary Geer was 
alive and well, and had 165 children, grandchildren, 
great-grandchildren and great-great-grandchildren, with 
their wives and husbands, living on the Pacific coast: — 

“Joseph Cary Geer was born in the east room of the 
old Geer home, town of Chaplin, five miles from Windham, 
Conn., and lived on the old place until after he married 
and had two children, in the meantime having served 
42 days in the Windham Artillery under Captain Gurdon 
Hibbard, War of 1812. Colonel Satler’s Regiment was 
stationed at New London, and Hibbard’s company was 
known as the ‘Bull Frog Company.’ 
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“Tn 1818, on the roth day of September, Joseph Cary 
Geer started for the far west, as Ohio was then called, 
which was considered more of an undertaking than going 
around the world is now. He arrived in Ohio and settled 
on the Darby Plains some time in October 1818. He 
worked by day’s work summers, and taught school 
winters, until 1824. Then he removed to Madison County 
and engaged in the dairy business, which he followed 
successfully until 1840, when he again pulled up stakes 
and, on the gth of September, started west again, settling 
in Knox County, Ill., where he built a good house and 
barn and otherwise improved his place. Then he took 
the Oregon fever, two of his sons having already gone 
to that country, and on the 4th day of April 1847, with 
the rest of his children and grandchildren, he bid farewell 
to civilization and started across the plains for Oregon. 
He arrived at his present home on the 17th day of Octo- 
ber, 1847, where, the next spring, he planted a nursery, 
which business he followed until he lost his eyesight in 
1856. 

“He always governed himself by the Golden Rule. He 
never had but one fight in his life, and that was in Madi- 
son County, Ohio, when he fought about thirty minutes 
with a two-year-old bull. He, being a very strong and 
determined man, conquered the bull, and led him back 
to the pasture, and the bull was willing to stay. 

“In Ohio, Joseph Cary Geer was called a Yankee, and 
the Virginians and Kentuckians hated to be outlifted by 
him, but they could not help it. One day ata log-rolling, 
one of their ‘bullies’ undertook to break him down lifting 
at a handspike, but came to the ground himself and never 
recovered. He was a great wrestler in his younger days, 
a great worker, and benevolent to a fault. He held ofhice 
in both Church (Universalist) and State; was for a long 
time a trustee of his township in Ohio. He was an 
inveterate hater of tobacco; full of fun and anecdote, 
and I never heard him swear or tell a lie. He lost the 
sight of his eyes by having them operated on by a quack 
doctor who pretended to be an eye doctor. He had a 
small cataract on each eye but I do not believe they would 
have hurt him.”

The brooks, upper tributaries of 
the Westfield River, converging southward, were once 
well filled with brook trout. Deer, under protection of 
recent game laws, now roam over the hills as in the

He graduated at ‘Trinity College, Hartford, Conn., in 
1842, and at the Episcopal General Theological Semi- 
nary, New York, in 1845. He was made deacon in 1845, 
in Christ Church, Hartford, by Bishop Brownell of Con. 
necticut, and priest in 1846, at Christ Church, Ballston 
Spa, by Bishop DeLancy; and he discharged the duties 
of a very efficient rectorship in that parish for seven 
years.

Miss Ellen Geer was a member of the Faith Trumbull Chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the American Revolution, of which she 
was registrar for nearly twenty years; also of the Mayflower 
Society, by descent from Governor Bradford; and of the 
“Societie of the Founders of Norwich, Connecticut,” of which 
she was treasurer. 

Miss Ellen Geer was a very remarkable woman, and pre- 
served unimpaired all of her marvellous faculties until her 
death in October 1917 in the seventy-seventh year of her age. 
At the time that the present writer was arranging the material 
for the first-edition of this book she took the keenest interest 
in the work, and wrote scores of letters containing invaluable 
information. Having spent her whole life in the midst of the 
scenes so closely associated with the early history of the family 
in this country, and having in her possession many of the 
papers of her grandfather, James Geer, who published the first 
Genealogy, she was a veritable mine of information regarding 
George Geer and his descendants. 

In a letter from her under date of 6 January 1914, she gives 
the following interesting information regarding the old ‘‘Geer 
Homestead”’: . 

“My grandfather, James Geer, lived on the farm where my 
first ancestor, George Geer, settled, and the site of his first 
house is still to be seen near the spring, which is referred to on 
page 15 of his Genealogy as ‘the little house over the seller.’ 
The present house, which is the fourth house on the farm, my 
grandfather built in 1848. It has always been owned and 
occupied by our branch of the family, and is still owned by 


my grandfather’s heirs. His children are all dead, so the. 


present owners are the children of James L. and Nathaniel 
B. My cousin Juliette (the daughter of Nathaniel B.) still 
lives there, but we have a farmer who also lives in the house 
and cultivates the farm. We are all very much interested in 
this ‘Geer Homestead.’ It is also of interest that the farm 
where Robert Allyn settled and established a trading post is 
still known as ‘Allyn’s Point’ on the Thames River, and is still 
owned and occupied by the Allyn family of the ninth genera- 
tion. Robert Allyn’s eldest daughter Sarah married George 
Geer, 17 February 1658, and there is little doubt that George 
Geer came with Robert Allyn and family from Salem, Massa- 
chusetts, to New London. ‘At the time they made the settle- 
ment the land on both sides of the river was known as New 
London, — later the east side of the river formed the town of 
Groton, and in 1835 the north part of Groton formed the town 
of Ledyard, so the Geer Homestead and the Allyn Home- 
stead are now both in the town of Ledyard.”

She was 
born in Yarmouth in January 1646, and died in Enfeld 
in January 1736, aged “about ye 9sth year.” 
arious circumstances go to show that Thomas was 
about forty-five years old when he was married. He had 
but one son, who survived him to bear the name. This 
fact accounts for the great difference in the number of 
descendants of the two brothers. George had six sons 
who were married and had families, whereas Thomas 
had but one, and that one born the same year as George’s 
eleventh child and sixth son. 

In’ the sketch of the lives of the American Ancestors, 
the history of Thomas Geer has been traced until his 
arrival in Enfield, Conn., about 1682. From the records 
of that town it appears that he was one of the early 
settlers, for on 24 July 1682 he had a grant of a house 
lot and thirty acres of meadow land; also in 1684-7 
other grants of land are recorded. 

Enfield was then in Massachusetts, but later was 
included in Connecticut. According to the town records, 
Thomas was a tanner by trade, and was also an exten- 
sive land owner. He deeded various pieces of lands to 
his son Shubael, and owned at various times, besides his 
home lot, some 15 acres in the South Field on the “‘grate 
river”; 13 acres more or less in the North Field; also

at Schantuck river, 2 acres meadow and 3 acres of field 
land; in 1687 an additional 5 acres of field, to make up 
the 35 acres “as was engaged him.” 

In 1691, “the Commoners voat to chose a man of an 
other towne to be a Moderator to act for them as to 
Settling their common rights in this town”; “those 
that Desent agst ye Last act”? are given and Thomas 
Geer is one of them. 

Of the extent or value of Thomas Geer’s property, 
nothing additional is known, except what may be gathered 
from a deed of gift which he and his wife made to their 
son Shubael, and signed by their x mark. This deed is 
dated 22 February 1695, and is recorded in the Regis- 
trar's office, 16 January 1699. Also Thomas and Deb- 
orah, his wife, gave a deed to their son Shubael of all 
their right and title to all their lands in the town of En- 
field. This deed is dated 23 August 1717, and signed by 
their x mark (the name written Geer), and is recorded 
on Page 342, Book No. C, in the Registrar’s office in 
Springheld, Mass. 

Of the declining life of Thomas we know but little. 
His good old age, however, would indicate that he was 
a steady and worthy inhabitant. The property of 
Thomas remained in the same name until 1796 when, as 
appears from record, Elihu Geer disposed of his house 
and lands and removed, since which time there is no 
record of any descendants residing in Enfield.

SHUBAEL GEER was born in Enfield 26 May 1717; 
died after 1790; married 20 November 1737 Hannah 
Pease, daughter of Ebenezer and Mindwell (Sexton) 
Pease. 

In May 1761, he was commissioned ensign of the First 
Company, or Train Band, in Enfield. A few years later 
he removed from Enfield to Charlestown, New Hamp- 
shire. 

The early history of Charlestown is very interesting. 
In 1740 three brothers by the name of l’arnsworth, 
natives of Groton, Massachusetts, began a new settle- 
ment on the Connecticut about forty-hve miles north of 
the Massachusetts line. They were soon followed by 
five or six others. The place was one of extreme expo- 
sure, not only from its isolation, far from help, but be- 
cause it was on the banks of a wild and lonely river, the 
customary highway of war parties on their descent from 
Canada. The new settlement was called Number Four, 
because it was the fourth in a range of townships re- 
cently marked out along the Connecticut. Its nearest 
neighbor was nearly thirty miles away. 

The place grew slowly, and in 1743 it had but nine or 
ten familes. When war seemed imminent that year, and 
it was clear that no help could be expected from either 
Massachusetts or New Hampshire, the settlers of 
Number Four called a meeting to consider the situation 
and determine what should be done. This meeting was 
held at the house, or log-cabin, of John Spofford. Cap- 
tain Spofford, as he was later known, was born at 
Rowley, Massachusetts, in 1704; he married Hannah 
Tyler, and their daughter Peggy, in 1751, became the 
wife of Benjamin Allen, whose daughter, Lucy Allen, 
married in 1783, Walter Geer (25). 
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THIRD GENERATION 


At this meeting it was voted to build a fort, which 
was immediately constructed. It was a square enclos- 
ing about three-quarters of an acre, each side measuring 
180 feet. The wall was not of palisades, as was more 
usual, but of squared logs laid one upon another, and 
interlocked at the corners after the fashion of a log- 
cabin. Within were several houses, belonging to Spof- 
ford and others, which had been built previously. 

In the spring of 1746, the fort was attacked by Indians 
no less than five times, and in the autumn was finally 
abandoned by the settlers. Then the authorities of 
Massachusetts repented of their refusal of assistance, 
and Captain Stevens was sent with thirty men to reoc- 
cupy the fort. Shortly after their arrival in March 1747, 
the place was attacked by a large war-party of French 
and Indians. After a memorable siege, the story of 
which is told at length in Parkman’s Half Century of 
Conflict, the assailants finally withdrew. 

The successful defence of the most exposed place on 
the frontier was welcome news throughout New England, 
and Commodore Charles Knowles, of the British Navy, 
who was then at Boston, sent Stevens a silver-hilted 
sword in recognition of his conduct. The settlers of 
Number Four, who soon returned to their backwoods’ 
home, were so well pleased with this compliment to one 
of their fellows that they gave to the place the baptismal 
name of the Commodore, and it is known as Charles- 
town to this day. 

CoMMITTEE oF SAFETY, July 1780. Read a letter from 
Col. Hunt of No, 4 advising that Captain Shubael Geer 
of said No. 4 was appointed to buy horses in the County 
of Cheshire for the United States. 

Friday, 22 September 1780, ordered the Treasurer to 
make out in notes agreeable to resolution of General 
Court of June last for £19,900 in the names of persons 
in such respective sums as Captain Shubael Geer shall 
desire and produce receipts setting forth such purchases, 

Saturday, 23 September 1780, ordered the Treasurer 
to discount with Shubael Geer ten thousand Continental 
Dollars, being money owed to Noah Emery, Esq., by 
order of the President. 

15 February 1782, allowed and settled the account of 
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THOMAS GEER AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


Captain Shubael Geer for purchasing horses, balance 
amounting to £7.10s. 

Shubael Geer, yeoman, bought house lot No. 58, 

Charlestown, N.H., of Nathaniel Mills, on 13 June 
1773, and sold it to Nathaniel Miles (Mills?), potter, on 
18 June 1774. 
. This fixes the date of his arrival in Charlestown as 
prior to 13 June 1773. His will is not recorded in Keene 
or Newport, N.H., and although search was made in 
Concord, Keene, Walpole, Charlestown, Marlow and 
Claremont, no record of his death could be found. A 
search was also made for his will in Washington and 
Albany Counties, New York, thinking he might have 
accompanied his son Walter, but none is of record. He 
was living in 1790 in Charlestown with one male and two 
“cag in his household (U.S. Census, 1790, New Hamp- 
shire).

He was a trader of Charlestown and was interested 
in numerous real estate deals in that town from 1773 to 
1794. He bought land in Walpole, N. H., of Ebenezer 
Geer (22) of Charlestown, cordwainer, 22 June 1780. 
In the United States Census of 1790, New Hampshire, 
he is recorded as living in Claremont, with four free 
white males of 16 years and upward, two under 16, and 
four females of all ages, with one slave. On 22 December 
1825, Sally Geer, widow of Shubael Geer of Charles- 
town, leased land there to Thomas Taylor. In Thompson 
Gazette (Vermont), under the head of Andover, it is 
stated that Shubael Geer and Amos Babcock came into 
that township about 1768, and made a beginning, but 
soon abandoned it; also that William Geer, son of 
Shubael, was the first child born in that town.

Wa rer Geer was born in 1759, probably in Enfield, 
Conn., although his birth is not recorded there with the 
other children; died after March 1808, probably in 
Salem, New York; married, about 1783, Lucy Allen, 
daughter of Benjamin and Peggy (Spofford) Allen, born 
in Charlestown, N. H., 28 March 1758. 

It is interesting to note that after ten generations he 
was the first of the family to bear the name of the remote 
English ancestor, Walter Geere, of Heavitree, Devon, 
England, who was born about 1450. 

Walter Geer joined the Revolutionary Army in May 
1778, at the age of nineteen, with his brother Charles, 
aged sixteen. They enlisted in Captain Jason Wait’s 
Company, 1st Regiment New Hampshire Line, Colonel 
Joseph Cilley, as from Marlow, Cheshire County, N. H. 

thorough examination of Marlow records, as well as 
the private collection of Mr. Elgin A. Jones, an anti- 
quarian in that town, failed to show any residence there 
of the Geer family, and Mr. Jones thought the boys were 
employed there, probably on some farm. Their home 
was undoubtedly in Charlestown. 

In 1781 Walter Geer sold house lot No. 60 in Charles- 
town. A thorough effort has been made to trace the 
previous history of this lot. It was owned by Moses 
Wheeler in 1754, but the only deed executed by him 
and recorded at Keene does not show the fate of this 
lot. Walter Geer does not appear at all as grantee, but 
reference to pages 156 and 157 of the [Tistory of Charles- 
town will show that County lines were very unsettled at 
that period, and the Register of Deeds at Keene says 
that many documents were not recorded on that ac- 
count. 

In the United States Census of 1790 he is recorded as 
living at Keene, New Hampshire, with one male and two 
females in his family, that is to say: himself, his wife and 
one daughter. He remained in Keene until January 
1792, when his daughter died there. 

n 1791 Frazier and Geer commenced an action against 
Enoch Hale, Esq. Enoch Hale asked the Assembly to 
allow him to enter it at a Court of Judicature at Am-

herst, Hillsborough (sic) County, N.H., as he was de- 
faulted at the last Inferior Court of Common Pleas held 
at Amherst. 

Walter Geer also brought in a petition, the nature of 
which is not stated. His petition was heard and he was 
allowed to bring in his bill 12 January 1791. On 8 June 
1791, the House of Representatives voted for a Com- 
mittee to join the Senate to consider the petition of 
Walter Geer. It was brought up, read and concluded, 
Mr. Page and Mr. Kingsbury joing. The third read- 
ing and enactment took place 17 June 1791 (N.H. 
State Papers). An attempt was made to get at the origi- 
nal records at Concord, N. H., to find out what this 
petition was, but without success, as the State Librarian 
was on vacation (August 1908). 

Between the years 1781 and 1796 he lived in or visited 
several towns, and traces of him are found in Lebanon 
and Keene, New Hampshire; Windsor, Vermont; and 
Salem, New York. He appeared at Salem about 1796, 
for he was taxed there that year, and in a list of “Mem- 
bers of the New England Congregation in Salem prior 
to 1800” he is given as arriving in 1796. These items 
are from the collection of the late Judge Gibson of 
Salem. All the Church records in Salem were burned in 
1840, and the town records also. 

In 1798, Mr. Geer ran for a local office and advertised 
in the Northern Centinell for 13 August 1798, in a poem 
beginning: 


“My name I own is Walter Geer, 
I come from Charlestown in New Hampshire; 
Have wrought in Salem three years or more, 
And never yet was stumped before.” 


Judge Gibson’s note says there is more of the poem 
and we have tried to get it, but have failed to locate a 
copy of the paper containing it. 

le advertised his business in the Northern Post, suc- 
cessor to the Centinell, on 15 October 1804. 

From a return of the Overseer of Highways of the 
town of Salem, March 1808, it appears that Walter 
Geer was assessed for three days’ work. He worked 
two of them and commuted the third.

This is the last record of him. He left no will recorded 
either in Albany or Washington County, and took no 
part in land transactions in either place.

Tuomas Greer was born in Enfeld 16 October 1746;

In May 1780, he moved from Enfeld to Charlestown, 
N.H. He travelled with a yoke of oxen and a cart in 
which were stowed his wife and children and household 
goods. ‘The cart was the first vehicle of the kind (such 
is tradition) ever seen in Charlestown. He was on his 
way on the memorable “dark day” which occurred 18 
May 1780, and was obliged on account of darkness to 
stop and put up. On coming to Charlestown, he first 
lived in a house near the present residence of J. G. 
Briggs, Jr., and had a tannery to the north of it. He 
also carried on the business of shoe-making. He after- 
wards built a house now standing on the northeast 
corner of East and Sullivan Streets, also a small shoe- 
shop, such as was then common in New England, and 
devoted himself to shoe-making entirely. Mrs. Geer 
was a milliner and dressmaker — the only one in town 
at that time. After moving into their new house, the 
family were frequently entertained by the howling 
wolves which used to come down at night from the deep 
forests and prowl around the door. He was a cord- 
wainer. He sold on 10 December 1798, to Oliver Hall 
of Charlestown, “The land I now live on” in Charles- 
town, and its buildings, covered by mortgage to Jason 
Witherbee.

Wa ter GEER was born in Charlestown, New Hamp- 
shire, g January 1792; died in Glens Falls, New York, 
16 July 1855; married, in Northumberland, New York, 
2 November 1815, Henrietta Van Buren, born in Easton, 
New York, 20 September 1792; died in Glens Falls 17 
October 1875. She was a daughter of Elizabeth Newell 
and Martin Van Buren, cousin of President Martin Van 
Buren. 

The following sketch of his career is taken from the 
History of Queensbury: 

His boyhood and early youth were passed with his 
parents in Salem, Washington County, N. Y. About 
the time he reached his majority, he removed to Union 
Village, where he was drafted and went with the militia 
of our Eastern border, to repel the British advance at 
Plattsburg, during the War of 1812. He removed, in 
February 1816, to Schaghticoke, where he commenced 
business as a tanner and currier. At this time he ap- 

ears to have been the associate and peer of such men as 
William L. Marcy, Jonas C. Heartt, Job Pierson, Moses 
Warren, James Livingston and B. P. Staats; men that 
for a generation exercised a controlling influence over 
the politics of Eastern New York, and all of whom left 
their mark upon the dial plate of the world’s progress. 
In March 1820, he came to Glens Falls, N. Y., and re- 
sumed the business pursued at Schaghticoke. He soon 
afterwards embarked in trade with Abraham Wing and 
L. L. Pixley; was afterwards a partner with George 
Sanford in the mercantile business. At the time of the 
enlargement of the Glens Falls Feeder (branch of the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal), of which he was an active 
promoter, he had a contract with the State for some 
portion of the excavation, and also built the locks at

Fort Edward. Not far from this time he went into the 
lumbering business with the late James D. Weston and 
John J. Harris. Their investments and ventures were 
so judiciously made, and the business so ably looked 
after and managed, that all these acquired a handsome 
competency. He was a magistrate in Queensbury, N. Y., 
from 1821 to 1826, and member of Assembly in 1837, 
a year memorable in politics for its financial crisis, and 
the secession of the Conservatives from the Dominant 
Party. He was one of the principal originators and 
founders of the Glens Falls Academy, and was instru- 
mental in forwarding the erection of the Second Pres- 
byterian Church, which was destroyed in the great 
fire of 1864. He was a promoter of educational and 
religious enterprises, an active and influential politician, 
a man of indomitable will, and inflexible purpose. He 
died 16 July 1855, and was among the first whose re- 
mains were deposited in the new cemetery, where a 
handsome and conspicuous monument has since been 
erected to his memory. 


DEATH OF HON. WALTER GEER 
(From the Albany Ailas) 


“Hon. Walter Geer of Glens Falls, Warren County, 
died suddenly on the 16th of July, aged 63 years. He 
was well known and highly esteemed by all who knew 
him, not only in his County where he was a leading 
citizen, but in this city and in Troy, where he numbered 
many friends. He was a Democrat — consistent and 
intelligent, and a sound adviser and steadfast friend. 
He was one of the delegates of this state to represent the 
15th District in the Democratic National Convention 
in 1852.”

The New York Tribune of July 23rd, 1902, states: 

“A. C. Geer of Washington, who was stricken with 
apoplexy at his summer home in Williamstown, Mass., 
on lhursday, 17 July, died there on Monday night, 21 
July. Mr. Geer was born in Glens Falls, N. Y., on 6 
anuary 1823, and was the eldest son of Henrietta Van 
3uren and Walter Geer, Jr. He was prepared for col- 
lege at Burr Seminary, Manchester, Vt., and entered 
Union College, at Schenectady, N. Y., from which he 
was graduated in 1843 with the highest honors. He re- 
ceived from his alma mater, three years later, the degree 
of A.M. 

“After leaving college he entered the law office of 
E. H. Rosekrans, at Glens Falls, with whom he remained 
one year. He then completed his legal studies with 
Geo. A. Simmons, at Keeseville, N. Y., and was admitted 
to the bar at the General Term of the Supreme Court 
held at Rochester, in October 1846. He practiced for 
two years with H. Z. Hayner, of Troy, and in 1848 
formed a partnership with Abram B. Olin, afterwards 
member of Congress from Rensselaer County, and later 
Judge of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 
rhe firm name at first was Olin, White & Geer, and later, 
Olin, Geer & Colby. His practice was a large one, the 
firm being counsel for the Troy & Boston R. R. Co. and 
other large corporations of Northern New York. 

“From 1862 to 1868 Mr. Geer was Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the Fifteenth District of New York. 
On June rst, 1868, he accepted the position of Secretary 
and General Manager of the Walter A. Wood Mowing 
and Reaping Machine Company, at Hoosick Falls, N. Y., 
with which he remained for eighteen years, until his 
retirement from active business in 1886. 

“In January, 1886, in conjunction with the late

Orlando B. Potter of New York, he organized the New 
York Architectural Terra-Cotta Company of which he 
was vice-president up to the time of his death. 

“After Mr. Geer’s retirement from active business in 
1886, he purchased the residence at Washington of the 
late Judge A. B. Olin, where he and Mrs. Geer have 
since passed their winters — spending their summers 
in Hoosick Falls, N. Y., and at Williamstown, Mass.” 

Mr. Geer, for many years before his death, was vestry- 
man of the Church of the Ascension (now the Pro Cathe- 
dra!) in Washington.

City Directory. Several sons also learned the trade and 
grew up in the business, one of whom, Everett Selden, 
became the president of the printing company, known as 
The Hartford Printing Company, in 1887, upon the 
death of General Geer, and held this position until his 
own death in 1917. Due to his untiring efforts, Geer’s 
Hartford City Directory became a model throughout 
the country. This work is still carried on by other 
members of the family. 

Everett Geer’s interests were wide and varied — 
Y.M.C.A. and Newsboy Welfare work occupied his 
attention, and he devoted much time to the Connecticut 
Forestry Association. The subject of genealogy also 
had a great fascination for him, but he did not in later 
years take an active part in its development, due to a 
peculiar circumstance. 

About 1875 he began to collect data from every one 
he heard of by the name of Geer in all parts of the 
country, with the intention of publishing this material in 
genealogical form. As the letters came in, replying to 
the printed blanks he sent out, he arranged the material 
on large sheets in chart form. At this time people gener- 
ally were not much interested in genealogy, but soon 
these inquiries awakened an interest in family ties that 
was nothing short of surprising. Printed forms were 
sent to every state from New York to Texas and from 
Maine to Oregon. During the next few years some 500 
replies were received, containing much valuable informa- 
tion. This matter as it came in was all tabulated on the 
charts above referred to. Many inguiries also were re- 
ceived in regard to the publication of the book. Mr. 
Geer had set every one by the name of Geer thinking of 
his family connection. Then occurred the tragedy. 
While taking the charts to Boston they were accidentally 
left on the train. Immediately upon missing the roll a 
thorough search was made and large posters were printed 
calling attention to the loss, but the charts, if found, 
were never returned, 

It is no wonder after this loss that Mr. Geer did not 
participate again in active genealogical research. The 
hundreds of letters and reports, however, were safe and 
intact. For many years they have awaited the person

to review them and put into permanent form these 
priceless data. The time to use this material seemed 
eminently fitting when the writer was preparing the 
tercentenary genealogy. Therefore the family of Everett 
Selden Geer, — his wife, Georgianna Elisabeth Peckham, 
his son, Everett Selden, and his daughter, Margaret 
Osborne Geer Hubbard, have placed at our disposal 
these letters and reports, so that now the original intent 
and efforts of Everett Selden Geer in gathering these 
data will bear lasting fruit.

ALLYN 


Rosert AL.yn, born about 1608, in England; died in 1683, 
at a place now called Allyn’s Point, Ledyard, Conn., then’a 
part of the town of New London; married Sarah He is 
said to have been a brother of William Allen, who was born 
about 1602, in Manchester, England, and who came to Cape 
Ann with the Dorchester Company in 1623, afterwards re- 
moving to Salem (1626) with Roger Conant; about 1640 he 
located at Jeffries Creek. Robert was of Salem in 1637; en- 
rolled there as a member of the church, 15 May 1642. He 
Was a proprietor at Jeffries Creek (1648) and was a constable 
there; in 1649 he was made a freeman. In 1651 he came to 
New London, the new settlement on the west of the river 
Thames. In 1656 he and John Gager removed east of the 
river. The country in the rear of their grants was wild and 
desolate; they were so far removed from the town plot that 
the General Court, in 1658, released them from fines for not 
' attending town-training, They appear, however, still to have 
attended the Sabbath meeting, probably coming down the 
river in canoes. In 1661 he styles himself as of ‘‘New Nor- 
ridge,” and he was a constable there in 1669. He built a house 
in Norwich, in the western part of the town plot, and evi- 
dently resided there for a time, later relinquishing it to his 
son John, and returning to his farm within the bounds of New 
London. Part of the land he owned east of the Thames is now 
known as the Copp Farm. The farm where he settled and 
established a trading post on the Thames River is still known 
as Allyn’s Point, and is still owned and occupied by the Allyn 
family of the ninth generation. He was freed from training in 
1668, an immunity not usually granted to men under sixty. 
His wife Sarah was a witness in court in 1642. At his death 
he left his son £133 and each daughter £66 6s.

Miriam Coowrr, born 9 July 1748, in Warren, Mass., the 
daughter of Andrew and Jane Coowie; died in Williamstown, 
Mass., in 1820; married 13 September 1770 JonaTHaN Dan- 
FORTH. She was a woman of remarkable character and ability. 
Left alone at home during the Revolutionary War with her 
family of small children she, with the aid of her young sons, 
carried on the farm, enduring untold hardships which made 
her a cripple from rheumatism for several years before her 
death. Her husband, Jonathan, raised a company of Minute 
Men at Western, now Warren, Worcester County, Mass., and 
fought at the battle of Bunker Hill with his two sons, Joshua 
and Jonathan. While at Boston he was taken sick with small- 

ox and his wife made the trip on horseback from Western to 

Bodton! a distance of almost one hundred miles, carrying a 
babe of eleven months, and nursed him through his illness 
and then returned on horseback to Western. Some years 
later Jonathan moved to Williamstown and purchased a farm 
of several hundred acres, on which he lived and died. This 
farm was also the residence of his son Keyes, and of his grand- 
son of the same name, during their lives, but is now no longer 
in the possession of the family. 

Captain Jonathan raised a company of Minute Men at 
Williamstown, which he commanded at the battle of Ben- 
nington. Before leaving home he told his wife that if infor- 
mation reached her that the enemy were marching on Wil- 
liamstown, she was to harness the oxen to a cart and carry 
away everything she could. Twice the report reached her 
that the enemy were coming and twice she loaded her cart, 
but the reports proved to be false. After the battle some 
British officers who had been captured, and their Wives, were 
quartered on her for several days, and one of the women left 
with her an embroidered silk dress which, tradition says, 
“was so thick that it could stand alone.” This was after- 
wards her daughter’s wedding dress.

*Nicuotas Danrorru, progenitor of the American branch 
of this family, was baptized in Framlingham, England, 1

Nicholas was the son of Thomas Danforth, who married

The parish registers of Framlingham show that Nicholas 
was one of the leading men there, being a church watden in 
1622. We learn further from the history of the town that he 
was a member of the ‘Court Baron” or “‘Borough Leet Jury”’ 
in 1629. 

Nicholas came from Framlingham, Suffolk, England, in 
1634 and settled in Cambridge, Mass. He is mentioned in 
the town records there as a proprietor in 1635. The histonan 
of Cambridge states that he resided in what is now called 
Bow Street, near Mr. Auburn Street. He was chosen a deputy 
or representative to the General Court of Massachusetts in 
1635. 


*JonaTHAN Danrorrn, (Capt.), youngest son of Nicholas, 
born in Framlingham, England; baptized there 2 March 
1628; died 7 September 1712, in Billerica, Mass. He married 
22 November 1654, in Boston, Elizabeth Powter (or Poulter), 
by whom he had eleven children. She was born 1 September 
1633, in Raleigh, England; died 7 October 1689, in Billenca. 
After her death he married (2) 17 November 1690 Esther 
Champney, of Cambridge, the widow of Josiah Converse, of 
Woburn. She died soon after her husband, 5 April 1713. 

As a child, Jonathan came with his father, brothers and 
sisters to Cambridge and was there brought up.

Olin, who was one 
of the most prominent lawyers in eastern New York, served 
three terms in Congress, and was appointed by President 
Lincoln as Judge of the Supreme Court of the District of

White, one of the most distinguished scholars in New England. 
Mr. White was for a time partner of Judge Olin, and after- 
wards succeeded Horace Mann and Governor Boutwell as 
Secretary of the Board of Education of Massachusetts. He 
was one of the founders and trustees of Smith College, and 
for nearly forty years treasurer and trustee of Williams Col- 
lege. Another daughter, Harriet, married Colonel George H. 
Brown of Providence, for many years leader of the Bar of the 
State of Rhode Island, Representative in Congress, and a dis- 
tinguished soldier in the Civil War as commander of a regi- 
ment from Rhode Island. The eighth and youngest child and 
fourth daughter was Heten AucustTa.

This old French name has had many spellings in the original 
records of New York State at Kingston and New Paltz:

Curistian Deyo, the American forebear, was a native of 
Calais, France.

He was made deacon in October 1686, and 
was representative to the General Court from 1678 to 1683, 
and again in 1685 and 1686.

PEASE 


Rosert Pease, born in Great Baddow, Essex County, 
England, in 1607; died in Salem, Mass. (administration) in 
1644; married Marie -. He is supposed to have been the 
son of Robert and Margaret Pease. 

The Pease family was found in Germany in the year 972, 
where it was granted by the Emperor Otho II a coat of arms 
which was continued by the members of the family on coming 
to England, and is still used in America. The name was 
originally spelled Pies or Pees, which was changed to the 
Anglo-Saxon Pease. They probably came to England about 
the year 1400, and the family was known there for three cen- 
tunes before migrating to this country. 

Robert Pease, the progenitor of the family in America, 
sailed in the ship Francis from the port of Ipswich, England, 
in the latter part of April 1634, and landed at Boston. He

was accompanied by his brother John, and his own eldest 
son, Robert, then about three years of age. His wife, Marie, 
and other members of the family came later. In January 
1637 he had land granted him at Salem. 


*Ropert Pease (Capt.), his second son, was born in England 
about 1630; died in Enfield, Mass. (now Conn.), 8 July 1689; 
married (1) in Salem, about 1653, Mary, daughter of Robert 
Goodell. She was born in Salem about 1630, and died there 
§ January 1669. 

€ was a member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company in 1661, and its sergeant in 1665. He was active in 
military affairs, and was inade captain of Militia in 1668. 

As appears below, his great-granddaughter, Hannah Pease, 
married in 1737 Shubael, the grandson of Thomas Geer; the 
two families seem to have been closely associated in Salem, 
and to have gone to Enfield about the same time. He joined 
the First Church at Salem, 4 July 1667, and on 6 October 
1681 he and his second wife had a letter of recommendation 
granted to the church at Springfield. Not far from this last 
date, he and his family, and numerous neighbors, including 
Tuomas GEER and his family, removed to Fresh Water Brook, 
then a part of Springfield. The records show that he was 
back at Salem in November 1682, when he sold his property 
there. In the deed he is described as “‘late of Salem, now of 
Enfield.” Soon after this, Enfield was set off from Spring- 
field, and later became a part of Connecticut. 


*Rosert Pease, his second son, born in Salem 14 May 1656; 
died in Enfield, Conn., 21 July 1744; marvied 16 December 
1678 Abigail Randall. He served in King Philip’s War, from 
Salem.

Joun Porrer, the first settler, born in England, about 1607;

Rice, born in 1792; died in 1865; daughter of Dorothy 
Houghton and Samuel Rice. He removed in i819 to Charle- 
mont, Mass., carrying his effects by two ox teams. He settled 
upon a hillside farm, mostly covered with primeval forest, 
looking down upon the Deerfield Valley. The homestead is 
now owned by his great nephew, Mark W. Potter, of New 


York City. 


Or_anno Bronson Porter, son, born in Charlemont, Mass., 
10 Niarch 1823; died in New York City 2 January 1894; 
married 28 October 1850 Martha Green Wiley, born in 1822; 
died in 1879; daughter of Benjamin Brown Winey. He 
entered Williams College in the class of 1845, but was obliged 
by ill-health to leave in the Sophomore year. After a trip at 
sea, he obtained employment at Denis, Cape Cod. In 1845 
he entered Dane Law School, Harvard College, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in Boston 12 February 1845. He opened an 
ofhce in Court Square, and also an evening ofhce in South 
Reading, ten miles from Boston. He continued his practice 
until May 1853, when he removed to New York to take charge 
of the business of the Grover & Baker Sewing Machine Co. 
He became president of this company, and retained that posi- 
tion until the company retired from active business, in 1876. 
Soon after his arrival in New York, he became interested in 
real estate, and erected a number of buildings. On 14 August

1861, he laid before the Secretary of the Treasury, Judge 
Chase, the first comprehensive plan for a national currency. 
This plan, without material modification, was adopted in the 
National Banking Act of 25 February 1863. In November 
1882, he was elected to Congress from New York City, as a 
Democrat. He was a member of the Committee on Banking 
and Currency and took part in most of the important discus- 
sions before the House. He declined a renomination in 1884. 
In 1886 he completed the erection of the large office building 
at Park Row and Beekman Street, New York City, which 
bears his name.

RICE 


*Epmunp Rice, born about 1594, the American ancestor 
of this family, came from Barkhamstead, in the county of 
Hertfordshire, England, and settled in Sudbury, Mass., in 
1638-9. This place, called “the plantation lying near unto 
Concord,”’ was incorporated in 1639, by the name of Sudbury. 
His residence was on the east side of Sudbury River, in the 
southerly part of what is now Wayland. He was selectman 
in 1644, deacon of the church in 1648. In 1656, he was one of 
the thirteen petitioners belonging to Sudbury who besought 
the General Court for a new plantation. Their petition was 
granted, and the new plantation was incorporated in 1660 un- 
der the name of Marlborough, and he removed to that place. 
His wife, “Tamazine,” died at Sudbury 13 June 1654. He 
married (2) ‘‘Mercie,” widow of Thomas Brigham, of Cam- 
bridge, on 1 March 1655. He was deputy to the General Court 
in 1640 and later. He died at Marlborough 3 May 1663 and 
was buried at Sudbury. The inventory of his estate amounted 


to £743. 


*Epwarp Rick, second son of Edmund, born about 1619; 
died 15 August 1712; married Anna ———. He resided first 
at Sudbury, and later at Marlborough, where he was deacon 
of the Church. His widow Anna died at Marlborough, 4 
June 1713, aged 83. 


Joun Rice, eldest son of Edward, born about 1647; died 
6 September 1719, aged 72; married Tabitha Stone, of Sud- 
bury, 27 November 1674. He resided at Sudbury (now Way- 
land) on part of the homestead of his grandfather, Edmund.

__ Moses Rice, third son of John, born 27 October 1694; 
died 11 June 1755; married Sarah King, at Sudbury, 16 No- 
vember 1719. He removed to Worcester about 1722. He was 
posted at Rutland, Worcester County, on garrison duty, with 
others from Worcester, in 1724, under the command of Captain 
Samuel Wright of Rutland. He commanded a company of 
cavalry while he resided at Worcester. He removed to Rut- 
land, where he appeared of record in 1742. He purchased 
2200 acres of land in the township of Charlemont, 23 April 
1743, and later removed to that place. Being a frontier settle- 
ment, it was exposed during the French and Indian Wars, 
and suffered by the ravages of the enemy. On 11 June 1755, 
while Captain Rice was ploughing in a field, he was shot by 
Indians lying in ambush, and severely wounded. He was 
then taken some distance into the adjoining woods where he 
was tomahawked and scalped. Such was his tragical end. 
His widow, Sarah, died about 1788.

STACKHOUSE 


This family was of Austrian origin. As indicated by the 
coat of arms, granted in 1518 by Maximilian 1, Holy Roman 
Emperor (1493-1519), the name means a shed or house for 
stacking grain. These arms are described as follows: ° 

Arms: — Argent, three saltires couped gules, chevronwise, 
between a stack-house in chief proper, and in base a garb 
vert. 

Crest: —On a wreath, a saltire raguly, erminois, charged 
in centre with a pellet. 

Motto: — STACKHOUSE. 

The above arms are engraved on an antique silver pin, now 
in the possession of Miss Sara Marie Stackhouse, of Califor- 
nia. It is said that the arms are in an old stained-glass window 
in a church in Yorkshire, England; also that the last edition 
of a Bible History, published in 1752, the year of the author’s 
death, by the Rev. Thomas Stackhouse, contains his por- 
trait and the coat of arms.

Cornenis Van Buren, the forebear, came from Holland 
in 1631 on the ship Endracht. He came from the Province 
of Gelderland, from the small place called Burmalsen, near 
the town of Buren, a few miles from the Rhine. ‘Three years 
later he returned to Holland, married there, and came back 
to this country in 1636. He settled in the Colony of Rens- 
Selacrwyck. It is recorded that he purchased a piece of 
property in Manhattan, located between the present Chris- 
topher and 14th Streets, doubtless having a North River 
frontage. He and his wife Catalyntje both died and were 
buried the same day at their farm at Papsknee, some time in 


1648.

The first report (No. 296) is derived from the Geneal- 
ogy and records of James Geer, and from a letter received 
in January 1919 from Russell Leigh Jackson, of Newbury- 
port, Mass., a member of the New England Hist.-Gen. 
Society. Mr. Jackson, who is a great-grandson of (6) 
Lucy Geer, writes: 


“Lucy Geer, b. 5 Oct. 1801, the fourth dau. of Capt. Samuel 
and Lucy (Tracy) Geer, m. in 1816 John Burdick, of Pomfret, 
Conn. He was a descendant of Robert Burdick, who settled 
in Westerly, R. I. Her mother, Lucy Tracy, b. 9 Feb. 1771; 
d. 27 Nov. 1873; m. 1 Jan. 1792 Capt. Samuel Geer, b. 
§ Dec. 1768; d. 21 Nov. 1810. Her mother was Amy Partridge, 
and her father was the Hon. Samuel Tracy, of Preston, Conn. 
Mr. Tracy was prominent in Preston during and after the 
Revolution. He was town clerk, and one of the foremost 
members of the Association against Illicit Trade. 

“Captain Geer studied navigation and made several deep- 
Water voyages as master. He seems to have been called 
‘Fighting Sam’ because of his physical prowess and absolute 
fearlessness of character. The memory of Lucy Tracy, his 
wife, has always been greatly cherished and respected by her 
descendants. Tradition says that she was a great beauty in 
her day. The writer has in his possession two small gold links 
worn by Captain Geer at his wedding to Miss Tracy, and also 
a spoon—one of a set— presented as a wedding gift to 
Lucy Tracy, and marked with the initials, L T—G.” 


The second report (No. 469,) was furnished about 1880 
to everett Selden Geer by Samuel Gere’s dau.

b. North Stonington 15 Aug. 1801. He was a blacksmith 
by trade, and a good mechanic. About 1850, he moved 
to California, where they were married. Fourteen years 
later they returned to Norwich, where they lived at 28 
Spring Street. 

Mrs. Wilkinson’s report, “all given by memory,” 
states: 


“When a mere baby, Samuel Gere (469) was taken to 
Vermont by his father and mother, who died there two or three 
years later. With his brother (Silsby) and his two sisters 
(Lydia and Anna) he was then brought back to Griswold, 
where he lived with his grandfather James (No. 9, page 32, 
James Geer book). 

“ About 1795, after his marriage and the birth of two children, 
Samuel moved to Vermont, where two more children were 
born. The deed to his land proved fraudulent, and he lost 
his property. He then returned to Griswold, where his other 
children were born. 

“In 1810, he moved to Attleboro, Mass., where his wife, 
Lucy, died and was buried. After her death, he returned again 
to Griswold. He served in the War of 1812, and received a 
pension. 

“His second wife, Betsey Keigwan, was a widow — that 1s 
to say, her husband went away to buy a farm, and never was 
heard of again. It was supposed that he was murdered. 

“Samuel, and his second wife, Betsey, are buried near his 
little sister Anna in a plot known as the ‘ Rose Lot’ on the bank 
of the river. The lot is enclosed by a picket fence. 

“The Samuel No. $7, page 37 (James Geer book), put down 
as having a family, may have had one, but not the one given 
for him, for that one belongs to another Samuel, the son of 
Silsby, and grandson of James; but this second Samuel married 
for his second wife the woman that the first Samuel courted.” 


These absolutely conflicting reports are both very def- 
nite, and it is impossible to state here which one ts correct.
